The following is a breakdown of the procedure which I 
belelved was used by the author of the January 6 letter 
to Mr. Morgan, concerning Warren Commission Exhibit 986, 
of page 539, Volume XVIII. 

1. The number of letters appearing in the term " Post Office 
Box", represents the number of words which will compose 
the real message of the Oswald letter of 9 November 1963, 
which in this case is five and Is the first segment of 
the plaintext . 

2. The three letters forming the abbreviation for the month 
of November ( NOV.), represents the numerical point at 
which the five numbers for the five digits in P. 0. Box 
will begin. In this case, the three letters in NOV., 
indicate the first digit will be the number 3, follow- 
ed by 4,5,6 and 7* 

3. The letter group K,E,A,D,C, is derived by giving a 
letter of the English alphabet to each of the five 
numbers, begining with the letter A. Thus we have 
ABC D E or B; E A D G as re-arraiiged by the writ/er.

This numerical order of the 4,7,3 *6,5, was arrived at 
after a long process of trial and error, in which the 
writer applied about one-hundred combinations of the 
^,4, 5, 6, 7, before attaining success with group used. 

4. The four numbers composing the Oswald Post Office Box 
6225 were given letters of the alphabet as in the above 
case. This time it was A B CD and by running through 
ten possible arrangemen Z 1? 5 ts of this numerical 
group, the 2, 6, 5, 2 grouping provided the solution for 
second segment of the message. Thus, the writer felt 
he had cryptanalyzed the Oswald Letter. 

A precise interpretation on the apparent message “ inform 
Mexico not contact emba|y. Federal has warned agent", can 
not be made at this time and I would leave it up to the 
reader. To rule out the possibility that this decipher- 
ment is a chance happening, the technique would have to 
prove successful in application to a number of other 
pieces of similar correspondence. If I may, I would 
advise you to contact Mr. Morgan in regards to obtaining 
any other letters written by the author of the January 6 
letter. If Mr. Morgan still has the original envelope, 
it would be advisable to secure the postmark from it, for 
future reference .
